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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to applicant's election of invention II filed on October 9, 
2006, Claims 1-18 have been cancelled. Claims 19-34 are pending. Clams 21, 23, 25, 30 and 32- 
34 have been withdravm. Claims 19-20, 22, 24, 26-29 and 31 have been examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 19-20, 22, 24, 26-29 and 31 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Smith et al (USPN 6487540). 

Re claims 19 and 3 1 : Smith teaches a method and corresponding system for conducting wireless 
transactions (Abstract), comprising: establishing wireless communication with a transaction 
counterpart (col. 5, lines 34-54); selecting a transaction (col. 6, lines 9-21); reading biometric 
data of the user of said electronic wireless transaction apparatus (col. 5, lines 25-32); validating 
said user's biometric data (col. 5, lines 25-32); and transmitting a user identity validation upon 
successfully reading said user's biometric data (col. 5, lines 25-32). 

Re claims 20 and 29: Smith teaches the step wherein said wireless communication is enabled 
with Bluetooth technology (col. 5, lines 34-54 Fig. 1 RN {14}). 
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Re claims 22: Smith teaches the step wherein said transaction is a purchase (col. 6, lines 9-35). 

Re claims 24, 27 and 28: Smith teaches the step wherein said user's bio metric data is 
electronically stored in a user-wearable electronic wireless transaction apparatus (col. 3, lines 52- 
55; Fig. 1RN{10}). 

Re claims 26: Smith teaches the step wherein said wireless communication is disabled until said 
user's biometric data is validated (col. 5, lines 25-32).
